failures they experienced, they must realieo the 
bounden duty to hasten the time when the dark. 
neas of heathen superstition would be diepolled 
by the glorious light of the gospel. Personally 
be had had-mouy opportunities of sesing the 
result of missionory work in all. parts of the . 
globe and had beon privileged to kuow the 
inner lives of the missionaries, aud he only 
wished that those who carped of missionary 
work had had the same opportunities, It 
could not be sasarted thet all missiouary 
work was conducted on ideal lines, or that 
mistakes wore not made. They could not 
expect anything else from human boinga; but 
much of the diverge oriticism of Christianity 
was founded on hearsay ovidence that wonld 
not bear sifting.

FLOATING MINES. 

Tho following information is published oy 
tho Department of Stute for Foreign Affaire, 
says the Japan Af ail 

In April of last year tho Foreign Corps 
Diplomatiquo in Poking pointed out to the 
Chinese Government that steps ought to be 
taken with: regaril to errant mines in the 
North-China Seas, these constituting a grave 
danger to merchant vessels. Tho result was 
that the Pehyang Superintendent of Trade seut 
out the. warship Haishen aod others and these 
obstructions were more. or less removed. 
Many remained, however, and ships suffered 
in cunsequepco, During October the Muni- 
cipal Council of Shanghai asked tho Consulur 
Body at the portto approach tho Chinese Govern- 
ment on tho subject, and the request having 
been forwarded to tho Corps Diplomatique in 
Poking, the Doyen of the latter, in November, 
again mado representations to the Waiwupu, 
pointing out that the mensures hitherto adopted 
by the Chinese Autborities bad been inadequate 
and urging thot more efficient moans be taken, 
Thoro was added o suggestion from the 
Shanghai merchants that if apystem of rowards 
were ndopted, the Chinese fishermen would 
probably make themselves active in searching 
for mines. .. On December 28th tha Chinese 
Government roplied that three - warabips 
kad already ‘been sent out and that they 
were supplemented by 11 merehont-ships, eho 
carrying one gun and s detachment of gunners 
to destroy the mines. Further, it had boon 
decided to offer 2,000 toels for every mine dis- 
covered and given notice of, and this offer wold 
be proclaimed at Chinwangtan, Tungehow, 
Chefoo, and Yingohing.

-SAPPING FOREIGN CONTROL. 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Council refused to 

ablish. the following proclamation by H, E 
Viceroy Chon-fu. They objocted to the opening 
dotinition :—" The Shanghai Municipy! Couneil 
ja in its nature on institution provided for out 
of funds obtained from Native and Foroign 
merchants and people, in other words, a Police 
Department, under joint Chineso and Foreign 
management, having for its. proper object the 
preservation of order and tho promotion of 
Commerce, Only, the Ivaders of Chinese 
interests boing seattercd, thay have notconourned 
themeclyes with aifaira, or mutually exchanged 
views, with the result that many mistakes have 
been mode, Daring my visit to Shanghai I 
recoived Chinéso and foreign offciala and 
merchunts, and found ther all desirous of 
concord and cv-operation; and I have already 
ordered the local officials to unite with the heads 
of the native Associations in doating by propor 
negotiation with oll questions which arise, and 
to do ull with the object ‘of promoting 
commerce and guarantesing permanent 
security, Any mattors which’ come up for 
discussion with the Munivipal-Counocil must be 
treated in a spirit of compromise and amity, so 


-as to secure mutual understunding und support 


‘Thus commerce will continue to increase and 
tho peoplo will not be beguiled by idle rumours 
juto reokless domonstrations of ilt-fecling.. The 
oMcials ond leaders have authority to arrest 
and bring to justice avy persons found to ba 
spreading ubroad rumours, It is my earnest 
desire that the people aud merchants may carry 
on their business peaceably ‘ard contentedly, 
not giving heed to empty talk, or indulging i 
outbursts of anger. Ln this way Chineve ond 
foreigners will be at rest, and together enjoy 
the benefits cf poace. ‘ 

‘This proclamation requires the obedience 
of all olassics.”

_wnyieldiug, than ever befors, China is no longer 

a backboneluss country, yielding with resigno- 
tion, if not indifference, to the justand unjust 
demands made upon her. China is in dead 


sarnest now ; probably in no other country in'| 


tho world, will a foreignor's desiring to pnt 
through somo echemo, whethor for hie own 
advantage or for that of the natives, meet with 
such determined official obstruction, such loud- 
monthed popular opposition, on’ tho simple 
ground that he is a foreigner, as in this often - 
times lathargio Middle Xingdam, 

And yot, that wild hatred of foreignors, based 
on, ignoranee and racial prejudice, which was 
formerly the great factor in causing ‘tronble 
betweon Chineso and forsigners, and with which 
thoy are still largely credited, has daring recent 
years, and ospecially ‘sinco 1900, boom rapidly 
dying out. In its placo has arison 9 fooling skim 
to the familiar “phobia”—Anglo-Franco-Rusgo 
phobia—which ia at the bottom of our family 
quarrels in Europe, The new feeling, based on 
somi-enlightenmont, is as offectual as the old in 
preventing-the Chinese from admitting that 
avy proposal; of n foreigner. can be otherwise 
than to the detrimont of the Chinese, s eunping 
schemé to deprive them of some moro of the 
‘springs of profit and powor” of which thoy 
find that'they have already lost so. large. ao 
share. ‘Far. more objectionsblo then anything 
contained .in Sir Roborts Hart's taxation 
proposals was tho faot that they emanated from 
a foreignor, Reform snd modern enterprise 
aro no longor. opposed.as such, yet oven & 
suspicion of foreign backing ig enough to 
ronder nugatory’ any attempt to carry them out. 

Foolish ax are muoy.of the manifestations’ of 
this “phobia” spirit, it is nevertheless a sign 
of progross, Young China, educated in mod- 
orn colleges at Shanghai or olsewhore, or 
roturned from o brief stay in Japan, is alive 
to the vast difference botween the international 
positions of China and Japan, ond to the 
extent of China’s losses. The knowledge of 
China's handionp in the“ stragglo for life,” 
in whioh it” is felt that she is engaged, hag 
roused a roicial aud national patriotism which, 
not strong enough to stand olone, supports 
itself on tho crutco of antiforeign feeling. 
The wide circulation of newszapers, all 
animated by these feelings, bns rpread thom 
throughout’ tho empire: Tho “educational 
world” leads and agitates; tho officials and 
conservatives follow. Such is the offect of 
a vigorous onslaught on effete idea in a 
conntry which hse long boen withont strong 
political movements, that those who ara na- 
tarally inclined to oppose innovations tura and 
join the charge out of shcor luwildorment. 
Tt iy tho old story of a emall, minority carrying 
all befora them by the dun of a swift attack. 

It is, therefor, probable that, in any. one of 
the recent “ China for the Chinese " movements, 


which ave the-outeome of atndent ugitation, a | 


majority of the persons toking part in it do so 
for othor thon patriotio reasona. Some take 
part bocause of personal interests, some in sheer 
indifference, some through fear of being held up 
to publio obloguy by the rest. : 
Whatover may ba said of the folly and oxtra- 
yngauco of the atudent party, with tho solid 
phalonz at ite head of youths who have 
Veen in ‘Japan, thero can he no doubt 
whatever as to its sincerity, The love of 
s-Lf-odvertisment is presont in, porkaps, larger 
measure than in somo of the grost politics! 
movements of Europa and American; but 
ignorance barely broken in upon, not hypocrisy, 
is tho oxplanation of th» worst features of 
atudont agitation. This is not surprisivg 
when one remembers that’fow of the students 
from Japan, who are tho lifs and soul of tho 
party, have been there more than o few montis, 
while not ten per cent, of thom do any ‘serious 
study while thore, In spite of this it is often 
asserted, that theso so-called students aro tho 
tools of Japanese emissaries wha are working 


with daudly effect to secure the substitution of 
Japanese for Europoan and American inflnenco 
in China, Their childishly impulsive actions 
und talk surely show that they are not the tools 
of ony ona; they are animated by the ideas 
which can lone stir into life tho mind of 
China now that the old order has “proved 
impossible. Bofore we condemn Young China 
utterly for its ignorance and presumption, 
its barbarous, hybrid mannorg and dress, it 16 
well to remind ourselves that among no otbor 
peoplo in China is thero cithor life.or hope. 

Old China is woribund ; it cares not whethor 
it lives or dies, .Two views; are possible ax to 
what will happen whon it dies; we must oither 
admit the inevitability of foreign ocoupation or 
tutolage, elgo recogniae that a Now Chins will 
be born, whos ruling spirit ‘will bo the ont- 
growth of tho tpirit which now wanifests itself 
in the procsooing of the student party. Tuet 
us hope that when the timo comes for ald China 
finally to lay down its burden, Young China 
willbe strony cnough and sono enough to bear 
it.

JAPANESE NAVIGATION SUBSIDIES 


GOVERNMENT'S FULURE POLICY, 

‘Tho question of subsidies to steamship com- 
panies was brought up on tho 2nd instant at a 
meating of one of the Budget sab-committecs, 
reports tho Jupan Mazi. Being asked by a 
membor of committees whether the time had not 
‘come to abolish the subsidy for the Australian 
ling, the Government delegate replied in the 
negative. Ho pointed out that the ateamers on 
this route having for main purpogo the carriage 
of passengers and mails, it was necessary that 
they should be xbips of the highest grade, which 
meant inereased expenditure. Thus the earo- 
ings and expenses on the Anstralian servico has 
been as follow :— :
